Deputation of Councillors for 
Improved Transport tn Altona 


In the following article excerpts of evidence are reported, as presented to the Parliamenary. 
Public Works Committee concerning improved transport facilities in Altona and District, in a depu- 
tation of Councillors on Wednesday, November 21, 1962. 


INTRODUCTION 


From the outset Altona Shi-e Council wishés to make it clear to the Committee of Inquiry that 
the existing rail service is, at the best, meiliocre, for the population of Altona, The Council appre- 
ciates the fact that the Parliamentary Public Works Committee is conducting this Inquiry, and will 
do all in its power to submit evidence and assist the Inquiry generally.

EVIDENCE 


1. The Council considers that 
future development of housing 
and industry at the west end of 
Altona will warrant the exten- 
sions of the existing train termi- 
nus, firstly to Maidstone Street 
and secondly to a point to serve 
the large residential subdivision 
on the western extremity of Al-| 
tona Shire adjacent to the Laver- 
ton area of Werribee Shire and 
approximately 14-2 miles south- 
west of the previously. mentioned 
Maidstone Street. 


2. The Shire of Altona Planning 
Scheme 1958 is an approved plan- 
ning scheme controlling the 
greater part of the Shire of Al- 
tona. The area between the exis- 
ting Altona terminus and the! 
suggested Maidstone Street sta-! 
tion and surrcund is basically 
residential with commercial zones 
at Satisfactory intervals. Of 
course, there are schools and 
playing fields in such area. 


4. West of Maidstone Street 
and south of the Geelong/Mel- 
bourne Railway Line is a strip 
of land which the Council pro- 
poses to become light industrial! 
This is divided by a one chain 
road which will lead from. Nellie 
Street through to Laverton area 
south of which is a swamp area 
which is considered will more or 
less remain swamp or pondage for 
drainage purposes in years to 
come, South of the swamp and 
still west of Maidstone Street is a 
rapidly growing residential area 
which abuts the Kooringal Golf 
Course. South of the Golf Course 
is the area Known as the Truga- 
nina Explosives Reserve, which is 
now used for storage of explos- 
ives generally, except for 80 acres 
adjacent tg the road shown as 
Queen Street, and which . was 
formally called Central Avenue 
and also leads towards Laverton 
area. 


5. West of Kooringal Golf 
Course and the Explosives Re- 
serve, the Council has made no 
decision but has left the land 
zoned as rural, Almost half of 
this land is subdivided into lots 
which have frontages of approxi- 
mately 40-ft. and depths of 125-ft. 
and many of these are in single 
ownerships. In the recent modi- 
fication No. 1 to the Melbourne 
Master Plan, about one-third of 
such subdivision (in Altona Shire 
and adjacent to Laverton area) 
was zoned “reserved living” zone. 

It is assumed that when ser- 


vices come to the area, such as} 


electricity and water supply, then 
the Board of Works will permit 
residential development to take 
place. 


6. Between this subdivision area 
(part of which is reserved living 
zene) and the explosives area ls 


“rural land, the bulk of which is 


known as buffer area and is 


Crown Land. It is fair to assume 


at this stage that the Council 
would expect ‘the land to be 
planned as mainly residential with 
of course, appropriate coirmercial 
and public Furposes ‘areas and a 
balance of light ‘Industrial area 
in which factories could be estab- 
lished which could give “on the 
spot” occupation to nearby resi- 
dents—particularly female and 
juvenile employees. : 

1. Therefore, the futuer develop 
ment regarding housing and in- 
dustry in the area west of Altona 
rail terminus can be divided into 
two sections: — 

(a) The existing residential area 

which is being quickly built 

upon; and 

(b) The prospective residential 
and industrial area to the 
south-west. 

8. Maidstone Street which is 
the arterial north-west road at 
the western end of Altona, is ap- 
preximately 5000 feet (say 1 mile) 
west of Pier Street which passes 
through the shopping area ad- 
jacent to the Altona terminus 
The half way mark is midway 
between Webb and Rayner Sts. 
West of this half way mark there 
are 1869 building sites. On these 
at the present date, there are 1£33 
houses in occupancy or in the 
ceurse of construction. Assuming 
a population density in Altona 
Shire of 4.3 the population of 
the area is 4872 persons. Add 
426 sites to be provided in the 
Wimpey ‘“Southlands” No. 2 stage 
subdivision and population be- 
comes 9829, 

9. And it is for these 4872 -per- 
sons or the 9829 prospective peak 
copulation that the Council sub- 
mits an argument for the neces- 
sary extension of the Altona rail 


service to a Station site somewhere ! 


adjacent to Maidstone Street, 
Surely this is population enough 
and distance énough for the pro- 
vision of a railway station, 
h0. Concerning the area in 
paragraph 7 (b) above; there are 
2136 lots in the Altona Shire sec- 
tion of this subdivision. At 4.3 
per residence there is a Grospec- 
tive population of 9184 persons. 
And to this figure can be added 
the population increase if some 
of the buffer land and some of 
the explosives reserve becomes 
residential zoning as envisaged in 
paragraph 6 Once again-—surely 
a satisfactory population to war- 
rant another railway station.

Outlay on 
land has been £7,900 between 
Grieve Highway and Maidstone 
Street. Plan C shows a route 
suggested by Railway Officers 
some three years ago. The Altona 
terminus can be extended 
westerly along the reserve between 
Railway Street North and Rail- 
way Street South towards Grieve 
Highway.
